George served in the Coast Guard during the Second World War and saw action in the 
South Pacific. Decorated for his distinguished battle record, he came home from the war excited about flying and 
determined to buy an old war surplus airplane. He did and here is a poem written by Nelly on May 8 , 1947 , after she 
had taken her first plane ride: 
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
